To Arthur B. Cole, a constable of the Town of Sebec in the 
County of Piscataquis, GREETING: 


In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby required 
to notify and warn the inhabitants of said Town of Sebec, 
qualified by law to vote in affairs of the town, to assemble at 
the town house in said town, on Monday, the tenth day of 
March, A. D. 1941, at nine o’clock in the forenoon, to act on 
the following articles, to wit:

Art. 7. To choose one member of the board of selectmen, 
assessors, and overseers of the poor, to act as chairman.

school committee to hold office for three years, and fill any 
vacancy that may occur. 
Art. 10. To choose one or more fire wards. 


Art. 11. To choose one or more road commissioners, and 
fix compensation of same. 


Art. 12. To choose all other officers usually chosen at the 
annual town meeting, and fill any vacancies in town offices 
if any. | 


Art. 18. To see what sum of money the town will raise 
and appropriate for general government expenses, i. e., town 
officers’ salaries, town officers’ expenses, election expenses, 
and for miscellaneous, and incidentals. 
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Art. 14. .To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate to pay fire wards and for street lights, 
at Sebec Station, Sebec Corner, and Sebec Village. 


Art. 15. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the payment of health officer, and 
school nurse. 


Art. 16. To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for general poor relief.

To see what sum of money the town will vote to 
raise and appropriate for the repair of the road from Ladd’s 
Corner to Glidden Hill. 


Art. 26. To see if the town will vote to raise and appro- 
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priate the sum of six hundred twelve dollars and sixty cents 
($612.60) for the maintenance of State and State aid high- 
ways, during the ensuing year within the limits of the town 
under the provisions of Secs. 9, 18, 37 and 38 of Chapter 28 
of the Revised Statutes providing for the patrol service for 
such roads.

Date the sum of seven hundred and twenty-three dollars 
($723.00) for the maintenance of third class road within the 
town in accordance with the provisions of Secs.

Following is a report of Public Health Nursing Service. 
eiven by our county organization during the past year. 
” With better health an asset to National Defense we must 
hend our efforts even more strenuously to our task of prepar- 
ing our future citizens to meet the demands which will Ee 
placed upon them mentally, morally and physically. oun 
minds and sound bodies will be needed more than ever. 
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In attempting to survey our objectives and accomplish- 
ments during the past year, we find that considerable service 
has been given. 

Early in the year annual physical inspection was given in 
the Station School. At this time it was found necessary to 
make several home visits in regard to pediculosis (head lice). 

Material aid was given to one family. 

A call came for classroom inspection at the Village School 
at this time. It seemed wise to make annual physical inspec- 
tion as well, including the children from Bowerbank. No 
communicable disease was found at the Village School, 
although a few were absent. 

Throughout the year calls: have been made upon tuber- 
culosis cases, crippled children and adults ill. 

During the fall a visit was made to Station School for 
classroom inspection, annual physical inspection in Village 
and a call made at Sebec Corner School. 

Nine visits were paid in behalf of crippled children and 2 
adults received attention. Conferences have been held with 
town officials and parents.

The quality of work being done is very satisfactory. 
Teachers and pupils have worked well and I believe deserve 
comment for their splendid effort. The number of pupils to 
attend the Station School still remains too large, necessitating 
that those on the River Road to Dover-l‘oxcroft town line be 
conveyed to the Corner. The Back Road conveyance, so- 
called, will be dropped on the William Downs’ end next June. 
Next September a new conveyance of two children will start 
from the Charles Greene home on the Dover- Foxcroft end 
of the Back Road. 


Secondary school students continue for the most part to do 


very satisfactory grades of work. At the present time, there 
are three attending Foxcroft Academy and five Milo High 


School. 
BOOKS; SUPPLIES: AND“CLIGHTES 


The total of this account may seem too large for the num- 
ber of pupils we have in school, but in order to bring our 
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books up to a reasonable standard, it has been necessary to 
buy more than usual this year. A complete set of democracy 
readers has been bought and placed in your schools, sub- 
primary through the sixth grade. New Daily Life Arith- 
metics were introduced in grades three to eight, inclusive, 
with number books for the lower grades. White blackboard 
outline maps of the World, United States, Maine and New 
England States are being used at the Corner and Village 
buildings. Two supplementary sets of readers were pur- 
chased for grades five and six. A complete introduction of 
primary reading through grade four has been introduced. 
The Goals in Spelling workbooks have been continued this 
year. A reasonable number of library and supplementary 
books has been added. Supplies adequate for the needs and 
best efficiency of the schools have been furnished. The elec- 
tric light bills for the Corner and Village School for the year 
amounts to $27.50. 


REPAIRS 


The town, at its annual meeting last year, raised addi- 
tional money in this account to shingle the Village school- 
house roof. This work has been completed by contract for 
$150.00. Mr. William Towne repaired desks for the upper 
grades, doing an excellent job. This made available approxi- 
mately twenty desks which provides reasonably well for our 
pupils. The Station shed roof has been re-tarred and a storm 
door built and placed on the front entrance. Due to the 
foundation of this building, it is impossible to construct any- 
thing which will give permanent service as it is continually 
changing position. There is still a small overdraft in the 
repairs account.

To the Superintending School Committee: 

I present herewith my first annual report as Super- 
intendent of the Schools of Sebec, Maine. ~ 

Because of the short time that I have been engaged 
as Superintendent in your schools, the report must, of 
necessity, deal only with certain phases of the school 
work. 

The part of the year that I have worked in Sebec 
has been a happy one, and I am proud to be the Super- 
intendent of Schools in your town. I sincerely hope 
that during my term of office the schools will continue 
to provide sound education and continue to progress as 
they did under my predecessor. 

You have a fine group of young people in your 
schools, and a loyal, codperative corps of teachers. It 
has been my observation that the teachers are very in- 
terested in the welfare of the boys and girls, and are 
carrying on their work accordingly. Two of the teach- 
ers registered in a fifteen-week extension course offered 
in Dover-Foxcroft during the fall term. This course 
was on “Current Problems in Modern Education” and 
was offered by Dr. Payson Smith, former Commission- 
er of Education in Maine and Massachusetts. 

Schools have been maintained thirty-six: weeks clos- 
ing the municipal year February 20, 1942, with the 
following teachers:

Due to the crowded condition in the Station School 
during the early part of the fall term, it was necessary 
to convey the River Rd. pupils to the Corner School.

This has, of course, brought about 
more normal conditions in the Corner School. I hope 
the time may come, in the not too distant future, when 
it will be unnecessary to maintain the Station school. 
The work carried on there is satisfactory as far as the 
efforts of the teacher and pupils are concerned, but the 
building is not adequate at present for school purposes.

I feel that most of the above named boys and girls 
are doing satisfactory work in their respective schools. 

The textbooks are in good condition in your schools. 
I hope that during the next school year the teachers 
and I will have an opportunity to make an intensive 
study of all present textbooks, thus attempting to keep 
the schools up-to-date as far as the best and practical 
books are concerned. 


It will be noticed that most of the $125 appropriated 
last year for repair work was used to eliminate the 
overdraft and to pay an insurance policy of $61.80. The 
main repair job accomplished during the summer was 
the strengthening of the underpinning of the Village 
School shed. The classrooms were cleaned, desks sand- 
papered and varnished, and floor oiled. Curtains should 
be installed this summer at the Corner School. This 
can be done at small expense as compared to the bene- 
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ficial results which will be obtained for the pupils.

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REPORT OF COUNTY HEALTH SERVICE 


To the Selectmen and Citizens of Sebec: 
I hereby submit the annual report of the County 
Health Service rendered the Town of Sebec for the 


period beginning January 1, 1942, and ending December 
31, 1942, 


The service covers the health problems of all age 
groups, the follow-up of crippled children and the pre- 
vention, diagnosis, and treatment of tuberculosis. 

The nurse made visits to the town in January, Febru- 
ary, March, May, August, October, and December. 

The school nursing report shows number of children 
weighed and measured by the nurse: 


Number of children inspected, 53 
Number of children with defective vision, 2 
Number of children with defective teeth, 25 
Number of children with defective throat, (i 
Number of children with defective speech, 2 
Number of children with defective hearing, 1 


The corrective program includes 14 children having 
teeth corrections, two throat operations and one vision 


correction. Hearing was tested with audiometer of 56 
children. Fifty-five were immunized against typhoid and 
47 against smallpox. 

An emergency call to give bedside nursing was made 
in February. . 

In April, Early Diagnosis Campaign for the Preven- 
tion of Tuberculosis month, literature consisting of post- 
ers and pamphlets and other informational material was 
provided for the school. 


An X-ray clinic was held at Dover-Foxcroft, thereby 
enabling the town people the opportunity for a complete 
check-up. 

In the three schools children qualified for the Seven- 
Point pin and certificate. The number qualifying was 
seven, ; |

REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee: 


I present herewith my second annual report as superin- 
tendent of the public schools of Sebec. 

The year has been a very challenging one to the 
schools and to their personnel. However, I feel that the 
challenge has been and is being met with a desire by all 
concerned to do their best for the good of the boys and 
girls. 

The present war effort has brought added responsibili- 
ties, as well as increased opportunities, to pupils, teach- 
ers, and school administrators, for school and community 
service. The many projects carried through so success- 
fully have attested the patriotism, adaptability, and eff- 
ciency of our teachers and pupils in the present crisis. 

Schools have been maintained thirty-six weeks closing 
the municipal year February 20, 1943. The following 
persons have been engaged in the work of the schools 
during the present school year:

Following the resignation of Mrs. Kathleen Huff, 
teacher at the Sebec Station School, and after careful 
consideration by the superintending school committee 
and the superintendent of schools, it was decided not to 
open the Sebec Station School during the present school 
year. Taking into consideration the acute teacher short- 
age, and the limited school facilities offered at the Sta- 
tion, it seemed advisable to convey the pupils from that 
- vicinity to the Corner and Village Schools. A survey 
showed that the Corner and Village Schools would each 
have an approximate enrollment of thirty pupils with 
such a consolidation. In my estimation the plan has 
worked very well thus far this year, and I believe the 
boys and girls are better off, from an educational and 
health standpoint. 


By closing the Sebec Station School, it was possible to 
increase the salaries of the teachers to a level that is ac- 
ceptable to the Station Department of Education. The 
closing of the school naturally brought about an increase 
in the conveyance routes in Sebec, but due to the co- 
operation of the conveyance drivers, parents, and pupils, 
the new plan has worked very satisfactorily. 

A very recent survey of the number of pupils who 
would ordinarily attend the Station School indicates that 
it will be possible to continue the consolidation plan 
again next year. As a result of personal calls upon most 
of the families in the Station district, I feel that they 
prefer to have their children conveyed to the Corner or 
Village Schools. 

Due to the continuous tightening of the Office of De- 
fense Transportation regulations, it may be necessary to 
decrease the mileage of some of the conveyances next 
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year. However, we will continue with the present plan as 
long as it is patriotically possible. 


I feel that the Sebec schools have made sound educa-~ 


tional progress during the past year. The teachers of 
Dover-Foxcroft, along with the superintendent of 
schools, are about to begin a study of the elementary 
school curriculum and the textbooks now in use. I hope 
it may be possible, transportation permitting, for the 
Sebec and Atkinson teachers to sit in on these meetings, 
so that the study will be of benefit to the whole school 
union. If it is impossible for the Sebec teachers to work 
on these committees, the schools will nevertheless benefit 
from the study because all schools in the union have 
similar courses and are under the same supervision. 


It will be noticed that there exists a small balance in 
the common school account as of February 20, 1943. This 
balance would have been larger, except for the reason 
explained in the following paragraph: 


In the anticipated resources for the year, we had 
planned on a certain amount of tuition from Bowerbank, 
due to the children from that town attending the Sebec 
Village School. It so happened, however, that after nine 
weeks of school last fall, one family from Bowerbank 
moved to Sebec Village, thus eliminating further tuition 
in their behalf. This also partly explains why it is neces- 
sary to ask for an increase in the common school account 
for the next fiscal year. 


The superintending school committee presents the fol- 
lowing budget for 1943-1944:

Superintendent, 200.00

1 wish to take this opportunity to give special thanks 
to the teachers and other citizens who have given so un- 
tiringly of their time and energy in assisting with vari- 
ous phases of the rationing program. More and more of 
this work continues to come to the schools, and the suc- 
cess we make of it depends upon the continued codpera- 
tion thus far manifested. 


In closing, I wish to express my sincere thanks to the 
citizens of Sebec for the interest they have shown in the 
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work of our schools; also my thanks to the teachers and 
pupils for their friendly and helpful cooperation, and to 
you, the members of the superintending school commit- 
tee, for your ever willing cooperation and support.

TUBERCULOSIS PREVENTION 


Through the health district the Von Pirquet tuberculin 
test was offered in March with the nurse cooperating. 
Sixty-two students were given the test. Opportunity for 
X-rays was provided at Dexter and two patients were 
X-rayed. Repeated necessary check-ups and supervision of 
contacts of tuberculosis is given on all referred cases. 

Ten home visits were made. 


A health play was presented at the Grange Hall, with 
children from both schools taking part. 

Dr. E. D. Merrill, chairman of the Piscataquis County 
Nursing Service, was guest speaker and presented the seven 
point pins and certificates. Dr. Merrill also made the 
award of the 50% dental certificate, this being the first 
time such an award has been made.

REPORT OF THE PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE 


Due to the war emergency this town has been without a 
Bureau of Health nurse for the past four months. Prior 
to that time, however, health supervision was given to 
mothers, babies and preschool children. National statistics 
and particularly selective service figures prove to us that 
more time and care should be spent on younger age groups. 
There would be fewer breakdowns and misfits as the child 
grows into adulthood if more adequate health service 
could be provided. 

The public health nurse makes an effort to consider the 
health problems of the family as a whole and to assist your 
local officials and civic-minded groups to find solutions to 
their community health problems. A local health commit- 
tee is the goal for your town in 1944. 

A child health conference was held in the summer. The 
local committee cooperated \with the Bureau of Health 
nurse. Dr. Eugene and Edwin Wyman of Boston gave time 
from their vacation for the examinations. Mothers of nine- 
teen children took advantage of this opportunity. Many 
were immunized against diphtheria and smallpox. 

Homes have been visited to assist mothers with the care 
of their babies and small children. 

Periodic visits have been made as needed to crippled 
children by one of the Bureau of Health nurses who has 
had special orthopedic training. 
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The services of the Pediatric Clinic, which is conducted 
by the Division of Maternal and Child Health, have been 
made available to the children of the community. — 

With an active health committee in Sebec, much more 
could be done in securing health protection for this com-

To the Superintending School Committee: 

I present herewith my third annual report of the con- 
dition and progress of the public schools of Sebec. 

The schools of Sebec have been maintained for thirty- 
six weeks, closing the municipal year February 15, 1944.

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At the close of the last schoo] year the resignation of 

Mrs. Bernice Hesketh, teacher at the Corner School, was 
accepted with deep regret. Mrs. Hesketh served the Sebec 
schools very faithfully for several years and was held in» 
high esteem by the school officials, parents, and boys and 
girls. 
Mrs. Olive Crabtree was secured to fill the vacancy 
created by Mrs. Hesketh’s resignation. Mrs. Crabtree is a | 
graduate of Bangor High School and Farmington State 
Normal School and has had a number of years of very suc- 
cessful rural school teaching experience. Mrs. Crabtree is: 
doing fine work and we were very fortunate to find a per- 
son of such sound training and experience. 

Mrs. Eleanor Greenier is the teacher at the Village 
School and the work there continues to be of a fine caliber. 
Let me again point out how fortunate we are to have excel- 
lent teachers in our schools when there are so many similar 
schools in Maine that haven't been able to open during 
the present school year, due to lack of teachers. 


It is very evident to those who wish to make a study of 
it that the conveyance problem in Sebec is quite difficult. 
We feel, however, this year that a quite satisfactory plan 
has been worked out, the success of which has been due to 
the drivers of the conveyances in cooperation with the 
teachers, pupils and parents. 


It is my opinion that sound educational progress is being 
made in our elementary schools and the records of the boys 
and girls attending secondary schools seem quite satisfac- 
tory. . 

New report cards have been put into use in the schools 
this year and have been generally accepted as an improve- 
ment over the old ones. The lower grade card gives an op- 
portunity for the teacher to check certain learning habits 
and traits of the boy or girl. This plan makes it possible 
_ to convey to the parents a fairly good idea as to the prog- 
ress of the child without labeling him with an “A”, “B,” 
“C” or “D” so early in his school career. This card is used 
in the sub-primary, first and second grades and also serves 
as a promotion certificate at the end of the year. 


The upper grade card affords an opportunity for the 
teacher to rank the child for his accomplishments in vari- 
ous subjects, but in addition provides an opportunity for 
the checking of “work habits”. This gives the parents an 
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extra opportunity to understand the work being accom- 
plished by the pupils. The values of the marks used in 
ranking have also been changed. This card also serves as 
a promotion certificate at the end of the school year. The 
quantity of new cards printed was just ample to take care 
of this year’s needs with the thought in mind that sug- 
gested improvements would be forthcoming at the end of 
the present school year. 

The major repair job last summer was the building of a 
new platform in front of the Corner School. This was done 
by Mr. Towne and is so constructed as to give more warmth 
and a better appearance to the school. Because it has al- 
ways been difficult to heat the Village School, it was de- 
cided to move the stove from the Station School and use it 
in conjunction with the Village School stove already in use. 
This transfer, which was made during the Christmas vaca- 
tion, has proved to be very helpful. 


The Superintending School Committee presents the fol- 
lowing budget for 1944-1945:

Superintendent of Schools 250.00

This total requested appropriation is $157.22 less than 
was raised last year. 

I wish to express my sincere thanks to all of the town 
officials and citizens of Sebec for the kindly interest they 
have shown in the progress of their schools; also my thanks 
to the teachers and boys and girls for their splendid spirit 


of helpful cooperation. I consider the citizens of Sebec 
fortunate in having as their representatives on the Super- 
intending School Committee three people who are vitally 
interested in the educational and general welfare of their 
boys and girls. I consider it a privilege to serve with you 
and wish to express my thanks and appreciation for your 
ever-willing cooperation and support.

With the passing of each year of the war, there is 
an increased need for Good Health and fewer resources 
for obtaining it. This makes the requirement greater 


for communities to find ways to help themselves. - 


Searcity of Doctors, Nurses, wartime restrictions on 
travel and rationing of foods, means that mainten- 
ance of good health standards on the home front is 
becoming more important. Communities that use 
Health Resources at their command such as Pediatric 
and Crippled Children’s Clinics, Child Health Confer- 
ences and Immunization Clinics find that better health 
can be maintained. 


During the past year your Bureau of Health Nurse 
“made home visits to mothers stressing the importance 
of continuous medical supervision and giving health 
guidance before and after the birth of the baby. Visits 
were made to assist parents of infants and small child- 
ren with health problems. Parents were urged to take 
their children to the family physician for physical 
examinations and immunizations. 


The services of the Crippled Children Clinics and ° 


Pediatric Clinics of the Bureau of Health have been 
made available to children in this Community. 

One Child Health Conference was held in August 
where fourteen infants and preschool children were 
examined by a physician and dentist and recommen- 
dations made for correction of defects. Ten were vac- 
cinated for smallpox, one immunized against tetanus 
and eleven received one injection, of diphtheria toxoid. 

The cooperation of the Doctors Wyman and the Child 
Health Conference Committee of Sebec is appreciated 
by the mothers of the community.

Foxcroft, who was secured to yee Mrs. Crabtree’ s 
place was graduated from Foxcroft Academy in 1943, 
and: has a vear of training at Farmington Normal 
School. She is interested in her work and in the Rites 
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lems and welfare of her pupils, enthusiastic, and eager 
to improve. Considering the crowded situation at the 
school, I feel that her work has been more than 
satisfactory. 


Mrs. Eleanor Greenier at the Village has continued 
to keep an excellent school. I consider her one of the 
best rural school teachers in Union No. 84. 


The conveyance plan worked out by Superintendent 
Page and the School Committee last year continued to 
function, on the whole, very smoothly until the un- 
precedented snowfall of January caused some disrup- 
tion. It is a fact, however, that most towns in this area 
had equal, if not greater difficulty in getting all their 
children to school during that month. I should like here 
to express my deep appreciation to our conveyance 
drivers who have made their trips many times this 
winter in the face of severe difficulties, and to the 
fathers and mothers who have cooperated with us in 
getting their children to school. 


I believe that, considering the crowding of the 
schools, satisfactory educational progress is being 
made in our elementary grades, and that our secondary 
school pupils are doing good work at Foxcroft sca 
and Higgins Classical Institute. 


Because of conditions, no major repairs were under- 
taken this year. The platform at the Village School 
was made serviceable for another year by replacing 
planks which had worn and rotted away; new fronts 
were put into the stoves at both schools; and the 
chimney cleaned and repaired at the Corner School at 
the Insurance Commissioner’s recommendation. Both 
schools were thoroughly cleaned and the floors oiled 
during the summer. 


In order to relieve somewhat the crowded conditions 
of our schools, as well as to alleviate in a measure the 
conveyance problem, interested citizens have requested | 
the townspeople to vote on the reopening of the Har- 
riman School.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT OF SCHOOLS 
To the Superintending School Committee: 


_ I present herewith my second annual report of the 
condition and progress of the public schools of Sebec. 

_ The Schools have been maintained for thirty-seven 
weeks, to the close of the municipal year, February 15, 
1946. The following persons have been employed by 
the school department during the year:

With the conviction that the townspeople looked to 
the School Committee for relief from the crowded 
school situation, a careful survey of probable school 
enrollments was made last summer, when a figure ap- 
proaching 80 was indicated. Since this would mean 
worse crowding than ever, if only two schools were 
maintained, the feasibility of opening a third school 
was considered. Three possible locations were avail- 
able. Of these, the Harriman School had been rejected 
by vote of the Town, leaving the Station School and 
_ the upper room at the Village School. Of the two, the 
Village. u pper room seemed more practical. It was 
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large enough for 35 or more pupils where the Station 
School would hardly accommodate 15; opening it would 
mean that we could divide or group the schools into 
lower and upper grade groups; opening it would also 
enable us to accept all of Barnard’s and Bowerbank’s 
elementary pupils and receive considerable income - 
from tuition. On the other hand, it seemed likely that 
conveyance costs would be greater if all the upper 
grade children were taken to the Village. 

After thorough discussion, it was voted to open the 
upper room at the Village, and a new plasterboard 
ceiling was put up, doors repaired, walls painted, new 
stove installed, and furniture and books moved in in 
time for the opening of school last fall. 

Mrs. Muriel Brewer of Milo was secured to teach the 
upper grades in the reopened room. She has studied at 
Keene, New Hampshire Teachers’ College, and has two 
years of teaching experience at Lake View Plantation. 
Her pupils, benefiting from having five or more mem- 
bers in each grade, instead of perhaps one or two as 
~ in the former arrangement, are making satisfactory 
progress. 

Mrs. Eleanor Greenier was assigned to the lower 
grades in the Village School in accordance with her 
own preference and the feeling of the Committee that 
she was particularly successful with younger children. 
Parents have told us how pleased they were with the 
extra time and attention which the teachers are able 
to give the primary grade children, particularly in 
reading and arithmetic, under the present grouping of 
grades.’ 


Upon the resignation last spring ‘of Mrs. Jane W. 
Grant, Mrs. Kathleen Hichborn of Sebec was secured 
to teach the Corner School, and was subsequently 
elected to the same position for the present school 
year. She is a strong, capable teacher and has kept a 
busy, well-disciplined, and interested school. - : 

Conveyance has, as was anticipated, been more ex- 
pensive ‘this vear. largelv because all the -unver 
graders from the River Road, South Sebec, Sebec Cor- 
ner, and the Milo and Dover Roads are taken to the 
Village. Actual increase in cost amounts to $9. 50

weekly. It is not necessary to repeat here that our 
conveyance problem is still perplexing. It is to the real 
credit of the drivers that in the thousands of pupil- 
miles of transportation this year, there has been SO 
little discomfort and only one. minor accident. 

Looking at the schools as a whole, I am coneihaad 
that our girls and. boys are getting a considerably 
better chance in school than they had last year, that 
they are making correspondingly greater’ progress, 
and that the increase in school expense has been a 
sound investment in the future of our town. 

Aside from the work at the Village, little repairing 
was done this year. The buildings. were cleaned as 
usual, and non-freezing tetrachloride-type fire extin- 
guishers placed in each one. For next year we recom- 
mend the appropriation of $360 in the repairs account 
to clear up an overdraft of about $110, and to put wall- 
board on the hall at the Village, as well as to put up a 
fire escape. Some interior decorating is also needed in 
all three rooms. 

The Superintending School Committee presents the 
following budget for 1946-1947:

The total requested appropriation is $1,505.00 more 
than was raised last year.. About $500.00 of this sum 
is to meet overdrafts caused by making repairs, by 
keeping an extra week of school at Christmas, and by 
increased conveyance and janitor expense. The re- 
mainder of the increase is to a considerable extent 
chargeable to the greater cost of maintaining three 
schools for a whole school year, since a year ago we 
had to plan on only part of a year for the third school. 

Again this year it has been pleasant to work with 
such cooperative people as Mrs. Lamson, Mrs. Towne, 
and Mr. Ireland of the School Committee; Mrs. Davis, 
Treasurer, and Mr. Moore, First Selectman of the 
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Town of Séebec; Mrs. Greenier, Mrs. Hichborn, and 
Mrs. Brewer of the teaching staff; Mr. Lancaster, Mr. 
Livermore and Daniel Huff, janitors; and Mrs. Cuth- 
bertson, Mrs. Green, and Myr. Taylor, conveyance 
drivers. We have all shared the most important public 
business @ town can undertake.

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COMMENTS 


Cash—General, $828.99 

Cash on deposit and subject to cheek. as of February 
15, 1945, was confirmed with the depository and the amount 
so reported together with the cash on hand, $15.48, recon- 
ciled with the balance as shown on the town records. The 
total amount represents a decrease of $450.24 from the 
balance of February 15, 1944. 

Expenditures were made by check from authorized 
warrants, supported by invoices on file. 

Taxes—Property, $516.02 

The tax commitment was compared with the Assessors’ 
records and accounted for either by cash paid the Treasurer, 
tax liens or abatements. 

Payments received on prior years’ tax liens and deeds 
appeared to have been applied against the proper ac- 
counts. The detailed lists of tax liens and deeds are in 
agreement with the control accounts. 

No mail verification was made of the uncollected items. 
Trust Funds, $1,065.22 

Schedule 6 lists the trust fund investments together 
with information relative to the income currently derived 
and amounts withdrawn. Savings pass books covering these 
investments were examined and it appeared that the in- 
come had been properly used. 

Net Deficit, $891.85 

Reference to Exhibit A indicates that as of the close of. 
the municipal year, there was a Net Deficit of $891.85, as 
compared with a Net Deficit of $910.44 shown the previous 
year, or a beneficial change of $18.59. 

General 

The records of dog licenses issued by your Town Clerk 
showed collections in the sum of $47.60, which amount has 
been forwarded to the State Treasurer. 

Records are maintained covering Withholding Tax de- 
ductions and monies are sent quarterly to the Collector of 
Internal Revenue. 

We recommend that the Tax Collector deposit all 
money collected to the Treasurer rather than to the bank 
as now being done.

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REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE — 


The fight against the enemies of public health is never 
ended. Your community needs to find better ways, more 
_ effective weapons to use. One of these is more enlightened 
parents. Leaders in programs to promote and safeguard 
health have proven that more time and attention. needs. to 
be given to the prospective mothers and fathers, the infant 
and pre-school age child. Much harm is done by waiting 
until the child enters school before focusing attention on 


his health. 


During the past months your Bureau of Health nurse has 
made home visits to parents, stressing the importance of 
continuous medical supervision and giving health guidance 
before and after the birth of the baby. Visits were made 
to assist parents of infants and small children with health 
problems. Parents were urged to take their children to 
their own family physician for examination and immuniza- 
tion. . 

Due to the interest of the Child Health Conference 
Committee and to Drs. Edward and Eugene Wyman, one 
Child Health Conference was held in August. Thirteen 
children were examined and advice given to the mothers 
and several immunizations were started to be completed 
by the family physician. 

The services of the Pediatric and Crippled Children’s 
Clinics were available to the children of this community. 

A local Health Council made up of interested citizens 
would make the services of the Bureau of Health more 
“effective to your community.

To the Superintending School Committee: 


I present herewith my third annual report of the condi- 


tion and progress of the public schools of Sebec. 

The schools have been maintained for thirty-seven: weeks, 
to the close of the municipal year, February 15, 1947. The 
following persons have been employed by the school de- 
pane, during the year:

Janitor work, for the most part, has been done by the 
teachers at $2. 50 a week. During the fall months Danville 
Huff was janitor at the Corner. School at the same wages. 

We have a completely new staff of teachers this year. 
Mrs. Evelyn Stiles Clement of Sebec, who is teaching the 
Corner School, attended Farmington Normal for three 
summer sessions and has three years of teaching experience. 
Miss Shirley Clark of Sebec is teaching the primary grades 
at the Village School. She is a graduate of Foxcroft Acad- 
emy and studied last summer at Gorham Normal. Mrs. 
Elizabeth Wiggin Vigue of East Corinth, who teaches the 
upper grades at the Village School, was graduated from 
East Corinth Academy last June, and also eee Gorham 
Normal during the summer. 

I am happy to report that all three of our new teachers 
are doing really good work in spite of heavy pupil loads. 


The teachers are all interested, loyal, and hard working, 


and their pupils are making sound and steady progress. 
Conveyance has again been our most perplexing prob- 
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lem. We have had to convey more pupils over more miles 
than ever ‘before. Costs have been much higher; about $25 
a week at present in excess of last year’s average. Part of 
this is explained by the fact that last year two of our teach- 
ers also conveyed pupils, and were able naturally to do: it 
more reasonably than a regular driver. | 

It is difficult to suggest a better plan of conveyance in 
view of the number of roads that must be traveled, the 
location of our buildings, and the time element. I do be- 
lieve, however, that economies and better efficiency would 
result if the town owned.a vehicle of about 25-pupil capac- 
ity which could be put on the “heaviest” routes and sup- 


plemented with two, or possibly three, short feeder routes 


using passenger cars as at present. 

Eighteen of our young people attended secondary 
schools during the fall term and did successful work. The 
state pays us $875 yearly to help with their tuition bills; 
this sum will probably be increased to $1000 next year. 

We did a fairly complete job of repairing and redecora- 
tion at the Village School last summer. The woodshed was 
straightened up and the floor lowered so as to accommo- 
date more wood; the hall and stairs to the upper room 
sheathed and painted, and the walls and ceiling of the 
upper room painted. All three rooms were cleaned and 
minor repairs made. 

Next year three jobs need bathy to be done: electric 
lights should be installed in the Village upper room, a 
fire escape built at the Village School, and the Corner 
School completely redecorated inside. 

The Superintending School Committee presents the fol- 
lowing budget for 1947-1948:

The total request is $975.00 more than was raised last 
year. It provides for raising the teachers’ salaries for the 
increase in high school tuition (from $100 to $125 a year) for 
increases (of $25.00) to the bookkeeper and superintendent, 
and for paying small overdrafts now existing. 

I am grateful to all persons who have helped to make
